THE DECIDUOUS CULTIVATION OF EDUCATION 

This paper has a ruld that it treats people 
who are appointed to committees with kid gloves 
and people who are elected to committees with a 
nother kind of glove. The second type of indiv- 
idual has asked for it.’ He stood up and asked 
to be elected, which the first type did not.” 

We have always treated such committees as a 
School Building Committee very gently. They are 
composed of high minded citizens who give many 
unpaid hours to the town,* and receive little 
thanks for their effats. 

But the time has come to say a few wards a- 


bout the off-Glen Road School. We are mindful 
of the fact that the committee has done a lot 
of work. We are also mindful of the fact that 
the town will be paying for this school fa the 
next twenty years, and perhaps paying too much. 

Suppese the school costs $150,000 more than 
it should, which is a figure suggested by the 
State Finance Committee. The interest, in 20 
years would be another $45,000, and there would 
be a $75,000 repayment from the state, which in 
effect would mean that our tax rate waild be in 
creased 40 cents over the twenty years. 

40 cents isn't much, but the £150, 00 could 
be. We have achieved a double A rating, at a 
time when other towns are losing their single A 
rating. We cannot afford to put money into bond 
issues too freely. $150,000 could probably 
build a Police Station and a Town Hall, or 
could go a long way towards: another of the 
schools that we mist build in this constantly 
growing town. 

It is with these thoughts, and without try- 
ing to be harsh to the committee, we wish to 
discuss the proposed school building. 

The plans fa the new school encompass about 
39,000 square feet. 15,000 of this, approxi- 
mately, is for classrooms - the purpose for 
which the school is being built. Another 15,000 
feet, approximately, is for administrative and 


used in corridors. In other words the classroom 
space - the reason for which the school is to 
be built, is less than 39 percent of the build- 
ing. 

Each of the rooms in the new school will 
nave individual walls. The walls will have pol-

ance, Bonds and Interest are 
included in the Town Manager’ s 
Budget.’ Most people automat - 
ically think that maintenance 
is part and parcel of the 
! whole school system, and when 
a certain sum is wted for the 
schools that is the whole sum. 

But not in this town. I don’t 
mind paying for a building 
once, but maintenance of acres 
of walls, roofs and pipes un- 
til I’m a grandparent is a 
horse of a different color. As 
it is the very most money the 
town has tc spend is 25¢ of 
the tax dollar on police, fire 
highways, town hall, cemetar- 
ies, library etc. Now a chunk 
comes out for maintenance of 
schools, soon to grow to a 
sizable chunk, and that is 
stretching the twenty-five 
cents pretty thin. 

On page 50 the schools list 
$2, 204.59 for libraries which 
does not include the librari - 
an’s pay. That library buys 
assorted books, fictim as 
well as reference books. The 
students in the high school 
building can use this library 
only so long as there is a 
school session. At 2 pm it is 
closed. You and I cannot use 
this library. Period, Students 
with homework cannot use it 
after school hours - no libra- 
rian. For some reason they 
can’t use it half the time 
while school is in session. 
After all (with a maximum of 
180 days of school) a teacher 
only makes a minimum of $3 an 
hour, straight salary with no 
overtime pay, so you can’t ex- 
pect her to accommodate pupils 
with homework. Do it elsewhere 
Where? Home? 

Ont Use the Town Library! 
That’s the solutim. Have you 
been there lately? Did you go 
in to read Miss Thompson’ s ar - 
ticle? Perhaps you stayed and 
browsed. This library is fast 
becoming the envy of our sur- 
rounding cities and tows. How 
ever, on the niggardly amount 
of money they operate with it

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ished slabs to the ceiling. Our High School 
was built with cinder block walls between the 
classrooms, each wall serving two rooms. This 
school has two walls and a corridor between 
each classroom. 

The polished blocks which are to be part of 


the walls cost, we are tola, $1.05 a square 
foot, before they are laid. The cinder walls 
such as are in the high school cost 49 cents a 
square foot, laid in place. And, poflished 
blocks have to be laid very very much more care 
fully, because of their reflective surface. 

The classroom floors are to be divided into 
two sections. Approximately one fifth of the 
room, nearest the sink, is to be of terrazzo, 
which is to be a concrete mix with stone and 
marble chips, ground in place to a polished 
finish. The other portion is specified to be of 
hardwaod strips, which would appear to be much 
more of a maintenancé problem than, for in- 
stance asphalt or vinyl tile. 

The brick to be used on the outside of the 
building appears to be of a value three times 
that of the Wildwood School, which we once upon 
a time dubbed the Cadillac School. That school, 
and the old High School, forty years ago, used 
common brick, brick which is good for many
